-- No wortder the world is famishing, as
foretold in the Bible, saying, 'There
shall be a famine In the land ; not a
famine for bread, nor a thirst for water,
but of hearing the Words of the Lord."

Instinctively the most Intelligent are
repelled with the thought that God
would pursue a course beneath the In
stincts ot the most degraded. Undoubt-
edly the Bible is true i declaring such
fallacies "doctrines of demons." (I Tim-
othy 4:1.) From the Bible viewpoint

can see that It was a maBter stroke
on the part of Satan and his subordi-

Truth-tellin- g Provokes the Clergy.

It the majority ot Christian people
have the fruits of the Holy Spirit, they
keep them hidden, and surely many ot
them manifest the fruits of the Evil
8plrlt "anger, malice, hatred,, envy,
strife, bitterness, slander," etc., whith
the Apostles stylo "works of the Devil."
(Epheslnns 1:31; Ualatians 5:19-U- 1; 1

John 3:8.) We would not lie misunder-
stood; we do not complain that there
are not nice people in all the churches.
On the contrary, we compliment them
on their education, their refinement,
their wealth, thtflr intltienco. .Motpover,
we compliment them on their humanl-itarla- n

sympathies, as represented In
hospitals, asylums, and other benevo-
lences.

But all these things are shared even-
ly by people not members ol churches.
Participation In good, works Is hy no
means a proof ot being a Christian. A
Christian is one who has come Into a
very special relationship to God
through Christ, which relationship ex-

ists not in respect to education, wealth
or color.
